“The administration is quite aware 
of the challenge,” Harker said. “They 
were predicting that 40 percent of the 
current faculty will retire by the time 
we enter the 21st century.” 

As retirement approaches for as 
many as 50 to 60 instructors in 1995, 
and many others plan for retirement 
by the end of the decade, BYU 
departments face the mammoth task 
of replacing a large chunk of their 
faculty while maintaining BYU’s 
position as an assertive-action school. 
The task is not an easy one, sources 
say. 

In BYU’s context as a school owned 
by The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, an assertive-action 
hiring stance is somewhat difficult to 


.carry out, said Faculty Personnel 


Specialist Don Abel. 

“That is an ongoing recommenda- 
tion and portion of our current self- 
study,” Abel said. 

Recruiting new faculty is especially 
compounded in light of the fact that 
other American universities are facing 
a similar retirement surge. Abel said 
many reports and studies he has read 
show that universities nationwide are 


expecting an increase in the number 
of faculty members who are retiring. 

“In no way is the fact that we are 
going to have to be aggressively 
recruiting faculty in the future a 
reflection on the service of our cur- 
rent faculty. It is just a factor of the 
numbers, and one of the things that 
concerns us is that it is not a unique 
situation for BYU,” Abel said. 

The percentage of faculty who left 
during the 1993-94 academic year 
was only about 3 percent, or 47 
instructors, although according to the 
BYU Benefits Office, the number of 
faculty members retiring has 
increased in the last two years and is 
expected to increase as a larger num- 
ber of instructors reach retirement 
age. 

“Tt (the increase in retirees) is a 
reflection on the nature of their age 
and the expansion of the faculty dur- 
ing that time period (the Wilkinson 
era),” Abel said. “We envision a 
major increase over the next ten 
years.”

The administration has so far floated only one name as a 
possible successor to Bentsen — Rubin, a multimillion- 
aire, who resigned as chairman of Goldman, Sachs & Co., 
a giant Wall Street investment firm, to become head of 
Clinton’s National Economic Council. 

Rubin, 57, who spent nearly three decades at Goldman 
Sachs, is well regarded on Wall Street and has also won 
praise for his ability to coordinate economic policy inside 
the administration. 

“Rubin’s selection as Treasury secretary wouldn’t cause 
any problems. Wall Street would be getting one of its 
own,” said Bruce Steinberg, an economist at Merrill Lynch 
in New York. “Rubin would be the obvious choice either 
for Treasury secretary or Federal Reserve chairman.” 

But some analysts expressed concerns that the adminis- 
tration was losing a respected go-between with Congress 
in Bentsen at a critical time when the administration will 
have to deal with a Republican-controlled House and 
Senate. 

“Tf ever Bentsen was needed, he is needed now to be able 
to work effectively with a much more conservative 
Congress,” said David Jones, an economist at Aubrey G. 
Lanston & Co. 

Others also worried that Rubin would be difficult to 
replace as head of the NEC although some suggested that 
he could very well take some of the NEC’s powers along 
with him to Treasury, much as Henry Kissinger did when 
he moved from National Security adviser in the Nixon 
administration to Secretary of State.

Yeltsin accuses NATO, 
U.S. of isolating Russia

BUDAPEST, Hungary — 
Upstaging a 52-nation security sum- 
mit, Russian President Boris Yeltsin 
on Monday accused the United States 
and its NATO allies of trying to 
exclude and isolate it. 

“Why sow the seeds of mistrust? 
After all, we are no longer enemies — 
we are all partners now,” Yeltsin said 
in an uneasy start to the two-day con- 
ference on reducing tensions in an 
increasingly unstable Europe. 

“No major country is going to live 
by the laws of isolation,” he said in 
attacking NATO for agreeing last 
week to draw up conditions for admit- 
ting former Warsaw Pact foes. 

“Any such country will reject (hav- 
ing) such a game played with it.” 

The conflict in Bosnia, raging not 
far from this picturesque Central 
European capital, also threatened to 
upset the summit of the Conference 


on Security and Cooperation in- 


Europe. 

Bosnian President Alija Izetbegovic 
heaped scorn on the West for doing so 
little to stop the carnage that has left 
200,000 dead and missing. 

“What is happening in Bosnia is the 
weakness of the West,” he said in an 
address unusual for its bitterness. “It 
is nothing more than that.” 

President Clinton, in his speech, 
sought to focus attention on fresh 
moves to end nuclear confrontation 
on the European continent. 

Standing side by side, Clinton and 
Yeltsin formally put in force the 
Strategic Arms Reduction Treaty, the 
first accord ever to reduce long-range 
nuclear weapons. 

“Today we herald the arrival of a 
new and safer era,” Clinton said at a 
ceremony also attended by leaders of 
the former Soviet republics of 
Belarus, Kazakhstan and Ukraine. 

Under the START I accord, long- 


range missiles stockpiled by the 
United States and the former Soviet 
Union will be slashed by about one- 
third, and the stage set for U.S. Senate 
action on the START II accord and its 
provisions for deeper, 50 percent, 
reductions. 

At the same-ceremony, Ukraine, the 
world’s third largest nuclear power, 
renounced its arsenal of nuclear arms 
inherited from the Soviet breakup. 

“Tt’s hard to overestimate the impor- 
tance of the event that has just taken 
place,” Ukrainian President Leonid 
Kuchma said after signing the Treaty 
on the Non-Proliferation of Nuclear 
Weapons. 

Ukraine will become nuclear-free 
around the end of the century. 

Summit participants are searching 
for ways to use the Conference on 
Security and Cooperation in Europe 
to defuse European tensions. 

But Yeltsin’s remarks underscored 
the difficulties in agreeing on security 
measures in the post-Cold War era. 

Russia has long sought to make the 
CSCE the premier security organiza- 
tion in Europe. 

The United States favors a more 
assertive CSCE, though not at the 
expense of the 16-nation North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 

Speaking ahead of Yeltsin, Clinton 
sought to head off the Russian’s criti- 
cisms of NATO membership plans by 
saying the alliance “will not automati- 
cally exclude any nation from join- 
ing.” 

In an obvious reference to Moscow, 
he added: “No country outside will be 
allowed ... to veto expansion.” 

But Moscow clearly saw the allies’ 
move to draw in its neighbors as a 
potentially hostile one. 

With Clinton sitting not far away, 
Yeltsin thundered, “Europe has not 
yet freed itself from the heritage of 
the Cold War (and) is in danger of 
plunging into a Cold Peace.” 


Benson Institute finishing 


rural self-sufficiency project

After five years of development, the 
Ezra Taft Benson Agriculture and Food 
Institute is nearing the end of a self-suf- 
ficiency program in rural Guatemala. 

“Our goal initially was to work with 
450 families for five years,” Paul 
Johnston said, in a university press 
release. “We're finishing that commit- 
ment this year.” 

One of the beneficiaries was Vertila 
Diaz, a widowed mother of five who 
lives in the town of El Durazno, in east- 
ern Guatemala near the border of 
Honduras and El Salvador. Five years 
ago Diaz struggled to help her family 
survive amidst a host of problems. 

She cooked the corn and beans har-

vested from her family farm in the 
open fire pit of her one-room, dirt-floor 
house. In addition to not being hygien- 
ic, the fire pit had no ventilation, which 
caused the house to fill with smoke, 
said Malaquias Flores, Benson Institute 
coordinator of North and Central 
America. 

The family had no latrine and no sys- 
tem of disposing of garbage which col- 
lected throughout the house and prop- 
erty. House and farm animals roamed 
freely through the property as well. 
According to the press release, these 
circumstances contributed to family

WASHINGTON —— Supeesting 
a pattern of Republican reckless-

From chief of staff Leon Panetta 
_to first lady Hillary Rodham 
Clinton. the administration 
pounced on Gingrich for his 
_charges that up to a quarter of the 
_ White House staff had used illegal 
_ drugs. 
“His charges are absolutely 
false,’ Panetta said angrily. 
“The time has come when he 
_ has to understand that he has to 
stop behaving like an out-of-con- 
_trol radio talk show host and 
_ begin behaving like the speaker of 
the House of Representatives,” 
Panetta said. 
_ Saying he saw signs of “a trou- 
bling pattern,” Panetta compared 
Gingrich’s temarks with 
Republican Sen. Jesse Helms’ 
recent warning that Clinton would 
need a bodyguard if he ever visit- 
__ed North Carolina. 


“I think it is so unfair,” the first 
lady said of Gingrich’s remarks. 
She said she hoped it was “a 
momentary lapse.” 
If any Republicans were both- | 
ered by Gingrich’s accusations,

him as the next House speaker, 
cheering, “Newt, Newt, Newt.

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World Bank pledges to clean up Middle East 


CAIRO, Egypt — The World Bank pledged on Monday to double its lending 
to'$1 billion a year for environmental projects in the Middle East and North 
Africa. 

Gajo Koch-Weser, vice president of the bank’s Middle East region, said at a 
news conference that worsening water and air pollution and shrinking arable 
land-have brought the region to “the point of crisis.” 

A World Bank report prepared for the ministers of the Arab League said near- 
ly one-quarter of the 240 million people in the Middle East do not have safe 
drinking water. Some 95 million do not have safe sanitation, and less than 20 
percent of urban wastewater is treated, it said. 

Middle Eastern nations will have to spend $60 billion to $85 billion over the 
next decade to clean up pollution and put systems in place to prevent further 
environmental damage, according to the report. 

Anand Seth, chief of the bank’s regional environment division, said much of 
the funding could come from the countries’ own treasuries, if they would tax 
leaded gas, and industries exceeding environmental limits. 


Cards spelled out stalking threat to ex-lover 


CONCORD, N.H. — A jilted lover accused of threatening his former girl- 
friend with tarot cards that predicted her kidnapping, rape and death goes on 
trial this week in a test of New Hampshire’s year-old stalking law. 

Robert Ainsworth, who mockingly called himself the Tarot Card Stalker after 
he.was charged, is accused of leaving a bundle of the fortune-telling cards, tied 
in Orange and black ribbon, to frighten Teresa Reed. 

Reed said Ainsworth dealt tarot cards frequently when they lived together, 
although she never became expert at their meanings — except for a few. 

“The only cards I understood were at the end,” Reed said. “They showed kid- 
napping, rape, justice and death.” 


U of U medical school seeks more women 


SALT LAKE CITY — Nationally, women apply to medical schools at nearly 
twice the rate of Utah women — but that trend is being reversed at the state’s 
only medical school. 

Admission records at the University of Utah reveal that females make up only 
22 percent of this year’s new medical school class, compared to 42 percent 
reported on average nationally. 

The battle to increase the proportion of Utah women attending medical school 
begins years before they can apply, said Millie Peterson, director of medical- 
school admissions. 

“Tt’s in junior high that girls take math or they don’t take math,” she said. 
“We need them to take math, of course.” 

Next month, the U’s Health Sciences Center is sponsoring “A Day in the 
Health Sciences for School Counselors and Math-Science Teachers.” 
Organizers hope to give counselors the information they need to encourage 
women and minority students to pursue careers in medicine. 


Salt Lake crime rate decline lower than nation 


‘SALT LAKE CITY — Crime in Utah’s capital city for the first six months of 
this year declined at a rate slightly less than the nation as a whole, FBI statistics 
show. 

‘The agency reported Sunday that the number of violent crimes reported to 
police dropped 4 percent over the year’s first half compared with the same peri- 
od Jast year, with a 2 percent decrease in murders. 

‘Overall crime during the period dropped 3 percent, the same percentage 
decline reported for property crimes. 

In Salt Lake City, Police Chief Ruben Ortega could point to a 2 percent 
decline in violent crimes. 

For all of 1993, FBI records showed that Salt Lake City reported 19 murders, 
making its homicide rate 11.2 per 100,000 population. 

‘Ortega said Salt Lake City’s crime decline might actually be even stronger 
than the report indicates. 

“Tf you look at the total reduction in crime from 1992 to 1994, you find crime 
overall is down 7.5 percent and property crime is down 10 percent,” the chief 
said. 

“We've had a 34 percent reduction in overall gang crime including carrying 
cericealed weapons, drive-by shootings, everything but graffiti,” Ortega added.

Italian security force scandal investigated

ROME — The police car skidded to a halt to 
avoid the trash bins blocking the street. 

Suddenly, machine-gun fire pierced its doors and 
windows. 

Three members of the Carabinieri paramilitary 
force died in the January 1991 ambush in Bologna 
that seemed to be an isolated attack in a dangerous 
neighborhood. 

Now police have been hit with another blow: alle- 
gations that some of their own masterminded the 
slayings. 

The attack was part of a four-year murder and rob- 
bery campaign driven by greed and racial hatred, 
officials charge. 

The girlfriend of one suspect reportedly has given 
prosecutors a vivid picture of the gang’s twisted 
motives: deep hatred’ of*Third World immigrants 
and a lust for firepower. 

Five police officers are-among those arrested in 
raids that have shaken the credibility of law 
enforcement. 

The probe is prying open the tight ranks that long 
shielded Italian security forces from outside scruti- 
ny. a 
“No one is untouchable,” promised Interior 
Minister Roberto Maroni, “The investigation will 
stop at nothing and no one.”

“We will move ahead like a bulldozer,” added 
Bologna’s police chief, Aldo Gianni. 

For ardent conspiracy hounds, the police arrests 
touched off speculation of hitting the motherlode. 
They see the arrests as a possible key piece in a puz- 
zle interlocking police, the intelligence service and 
terrorist cells. 

The final picture, they claim, could shed light on 
many of the nation’s unsolved crimes and expose 
the “Falange Armata,” or Armed Phalanx, a group 
that has taken credit for many acts of violence but 
whose terrorist credentials have never been verified.

wilderness lands on to future genera- 
tions.” 

The proposal has been floating 
around the state and is likely to be 
introduced in the 104th Congress 
next year. 

“Tt is around every major library in 
every county that has any part of 
wilderness in it, as well as Salt Lake 
and Utah County, which have no 
(designated) wilderness areas,” said 
Linda Pace, office manager for Bill 
Orton’s Provo office. “It has been 
given to a variety of people and 
environmentalists, and was sent to 
anyone you could think of or that 
asked for it.” 

The Utah Wilderness Association, 
a department of the Interior Land 
Management Agency, provided 
Orton with requested information, 
such as mapping. 

“We're not advocates,” said Don 
Banks of the Utah Wilderness 
Association. “Our people have 
served as a reference.” 

Orton has proposed 1.8 million 
acres to be set aside for national 
conservation areas and 1.3 million 
acres for National Park Service land. 

Banks feels that designating land 
as national conservation areas, 
though not as protected as wilder-

Wilderness can be used to hunt, 
graze, backpack and camp, but no 
well or uranium drilling, he said. 

“Orton has never been an environ- 
mentalist,” Rait said. “He’s been 
honest about it. He’s never called 
himself an environmentalist, and we 
would never give that name.” 

The state-run Utah Wilderness 
Association even recommended 
more acreage than Orton. 

“We recommended 1.9 million 
acres,” Banks said. “He chose 1.2 
million. Many wilderness groups 
gave proposals, We were just part of 
the smorgasbord of wilderness 
options for people to look at.”

“We haved ddg epldetitic“of obesity in 
this country “hong: adults and chil- 
dren,” said panel chair Judith Stern of 
the University of California, Davis. 
“They need tools for making better 
decisions about how to lose weight. 
And all weight-loss programs should: 
be encouraged to better serve the con- 
sumer.” 

The panel called on weight-loss pro- 
grams to issue comprehensive data 
about who they serve and what results 
they achieve so dieters can pick the 
best program for them. 

Frank acknowledged the request is 
purely voluntary because the weight- 
loss industry is largely unregulated. 

Jenny Craig, one of the largest 
weight-loss organizations with 820 
centers worldwide, declined to com- 
ment on the report. It already careful- 
ly screens patients’ health to ensure 
those with certain diseases either diet 
under a doctor’s supervision or don’t 
enroll at all, said spokesman Brian 
Luscomb. 

The company doesn’t release any 
data on how many patients success- 
fully lose weight under its programs, 
he said. He declined to say why. 

Dieters can choose from do-it-your- 
self efforts that consist of diet books 
and support groups, non-clinical pro- 
grams like Jenny Craig that use coun- 
selors to teach weight loss and nutri- 
tion, or clinical programs where 
licensed doctors and nutritionists may 
offer drugs or surgery to help patients 
who have exhausted other alterna- 
tives. 

Currently, they have no guidance on 
picking a program beyond often con- 
fusing and misleading advertising, the 
panel said. 

Different patients require different 
care. A 26-year-old in good health 


who just wants to shed 15 pounds | 
could do fine with a do-it-yourself j 


program or a non-clinical program, 
Frank ‘said. But a 330-pound person 
with diabetes and heart disease “has 
no business going to Jenny Craig,” he 
explained. 

The panel recommended that com- 
panies prepare a consumer profile of 
who is appropriate for each program, 
publicize patients’ long-term weight 
loss and require lactating women, 
children and patients with any chronic 
disease undertake weight loss only 
under some médical supervision.

Granted, the Jackson and Presley saga forms just another link in a 
long blood sausage of trash journalism stories, so why should even the 
AP bother with real sources when discussing this illustrious pair? 
Because trouble’s brewing when the arbiter of newsworthiness stoops 
so low; it’s a signpost on the road to journalistic doom. 

Tabloids flout nearly every standard of objectivity 
because they pay sources a lot and don’t worry their 
filthy rich heads about reliability. They sell well partly 
because few readers know or care about verified sources 
these days. Fewer and fewer people subscribe to or read 
real newspapers anymore. The Wall Street Journal’s cir- 
culation dropped so much that 25-year bureau chiefs 
have picked up their pink slips, although the Journal 
still enjoys the largest circulation of any paper in the nation. 

Media researchers worldwide tally up the possible reasons for old- 
fashioned newspapers’ declines in readership. 

e Perhaps the news appeals to a narrower audience the more it’s writ- 
ten in a sort of insider’s code. Stories about Bosnia, for example, bare- 
ly mention ordinary individuals or their plights. They’re an alphabet 
soup of acronyms for treaties, agreements and organizations with 
unpronounceable names. 

¢ Slow-to-get-the-picture newspaper people thrust news into readers’ 
faces as if it’s a tablespoonful of castor oil. Could be that people tune 
out if the news focuses too much on crime, death and destruction. That 
doesn’t sound like everyday life to most readers. If it does, they’re too 
busy suffering to care about others’ plights.

“Basically it presents us with a 
greater opportunity since the faculty 
members we hire now will largely 
determine what kind of institution we 
have well in to the 21st Century. The 
administration considers it a critical 
item,” Harker said. 

As BYU faces the challenge of com- 
peting with other similarly challenged 
universities nationwide, one charac- 
teristic may distinguish BYU from the 
others, Harker said.

species of parasitic worms each. 

However, as a result of the program 
begun by the Benson Institute and the 
efforts of Diaz, these conditions have 
been reversed.

These are a few of 
the many improvements being made 
with the 452 families that ‘are partici- 
pating in the program, said’ FTores.

Flores 
described it as a waist-high stove of 
adobe bricks, with a long 'stove pipe to 
the rear for ventilationisThe‘ range of 
the stove has three plates ol comals as 
they are callediin Guatemata.: 

The largest comalrisitewstd the rear 
of the stove and is usedofernpreparing 
corn tortillas which are)native to the 
area. There are also;twojother comals 
for smaller pots. -bige ote 

The stove derives its, namesake from 
being able to minimize, the amount of 
wood it requires to cookiamagal. 

“Before, without, the,siave, they 
burned 5 tons of wood a year in an 
average family of five. With the 
stoves, the burn less the 3 tons per 
year, a decrease’ of 40 percent,” Flores 
said. 

Thirty-six percent of the families in 
the program have chosen to construct 


stoves. Flores said the greater efficien- 
cy of the stoves should eventually con- 
tribute to the reforestation program in 
the area, as well as saving the women 
a one- to two-hour walk everyday in 
search of fuel to cook meals. 

Searching for firewood constituted 
only one of the long hikes the people 
of the village made daily. They also 
walked up to | hour to get water. 

“We helped them learn to construct 
reservoirs and to pipe the water to 
them from local rivers,” Flores said. 

The people are now able to get water 
from one of a few spickets located in 
the center of their small community, 
Flores said. 

Another problem that the people of 
El Durazno and communities like it 
faced was the storing of their crops 
after harvest. Flores described how 
the families used to store their harvest. 

“At harvest time they have two 
options: to put it in the field or take it 
home in bags where the rats eat it. Of 
course the rats eat it in the fields also,” 
Flores said. 

The families slept outside while stor- 
ing harvested grain in their one-room 
homes until the Institute helped them 
gain access to a program called Post 
Cosecha. The program, an auxiliary of 
the Guatemalan government, teaches 
people how to build tin storage bins 
that hold up to 10,000 pounds of 
grain, Flores said

The Network Professional 
Association (NPA) has donated a 
computer lab prototype worth an esti- 
mated $500,000 to Brigham Young 
University. 

The lab was donated to help the 
NPA strengthen its relationship with 
the academic community, said 
Berkeley Geddes, president of NPA. 

“As an association we face a signifi- 
cant challenge of establishing a mean- 
ingful relationship with colleges and 
universities around the world,” he 
said. 

The vendors who donated the lab 
equipment through the NPA have 
committed to establish up to eight 
more labs in universities around the 
world, depending on how successful 
the one at BYU is, he said. 

The new Hands-On Technology 
Lab will give professors experience 
with the latest computer network 
technology, said J. Owen Cherrington, 
director of information systems for 
the Marriott School of Management. 

BYU was chosen as the most like- 
ly place for’such a lab to succeed, 
Geddes said, even though Arizona 
State University, Michigan State and 
New York University were also con- 
sidered. 

BYU is also close to NPA’s execu- 
tive office and can be monitored more 
closely than the other universities.

Ravitch to resign; avoids ‘impairing talks’

ATLANTA — Richard Ravitch, the 
chief labor negotiator for the baseball 
owners from November 1991 until 
last month, will resign when his con- 
tract expires at the end of the month. 

Ravitch fell into disfavor with acting 
commissioner Bud Selig in 1993 and 
never was able to establish a relation- 
ship with Donald Fehr, the head of the 
Major League Baseball Players 
Association. 

Ravitch’ role began to diminish in 
early September when Colorado 
Rockies chairman Jerry McMorris 
and Boston Red Sox chief executive 
officer John Harrington began speak- 
ing directly with Fehr and union offi- 
cials. Harrington eventually took over 
the role as lead negotiator. 

“As you know, my contract expires 
on Dec. 31,” Ravitch said in a letter to 
Selig made public today. “I under- 
stand how critical it is for baseball to 
achieve its collective bargaining 
objectives, and I don’t want to impair 
that effort in any way. But for person- 
al and business reasons, it’s not feasi- 
ble for me to consider an extension.” 

“Through hard work and dedication, 
Dick Ravitch was instrumental in 
helping the clubs recognize the seri- 
ousness of the economic problems of 
the industry and then create a solution 
to resolve those problems,” Selig said. 
“We are grateful for his efforts and 
wish him well in future pursuits.”

NEW YORK — Michael Jordan, 
despite his retirement from basketball, 
heads the list of the highest-earning 
athletes for the third straight year. 

Jordan earned $30.01 million this 
year, down from $36 million in 1993, 
Forbes said in its Dec. 19 issue, which 
was released Sunday. Only about 
$10,000 of his income came from 
playing: He made about $1,200 per 
month for the Birmingham Barons. 
About $30 million came from 
endorsements, the magazine estimat- 
ed. 

Shaquille O’Neal of the Orlando 
Magic was second at $16.7 million, 
including $4.2 million in basketball 
income. Jack Nicklaus was third at 
$14.8 million and Arnold Palmer 
fourth at $13.6 million. Each earned 
only about $100,000 from golf, the 
rest from endorsements and appear- 
ance fees. 

Last year, Jordan was followed by 
boxer Riddick Bowe at $25 million 
and auto racing driver Ayrton Senna at 
$18.5 million. Bowe, the former 
heavyweight champion, dropped off 
the list. Senna was killed in a crash 
during a race last May. 

Gerhard Berger was the top auto dri- 
ver this year at $13.5 million, in fifth 
place overall. Wayne Gretzky was 
next, remaining the top ice hockey 
player at $13.5 million, up from $8.3 
million and 22nd place a year ago. 

Michael Moorer, who lost the 
heavyweight title to George Foreman 
last month, was the top boxer at $12.1 
million, in seventh place overall. 
Evander Holyfield was next at $12 
million. Foreman was 15th at $8.5 
million. 

Andre Agassi, who was No. 1 
among tennis players in 1992, 
regained the top spot from Jim 
Courier. Agassi was at $11.4 million 
in ninth place. 

Joe Montana remained the top foot- 
ball player, 12th overall at $10.3 mil- 
lion, a drop of $1.2 million from 
1993. 

Steffi Graf remained the top female 
athlete at $8 million, in 19th place 
overall. Last year she was 15th at $8 
million. 

Gabriela Sabatini was the only other 
woman on the list, in 39th place with 
$4.9 million. 

Will Clark, in 37th place at $5.2 
million, was the only baseball player 
on the list. Many baseball players 
with multiyear contracts anticipated a 
strike or lockout and took lower 
salaries in 1994. Last year, Cecil 
Fielder was the top baseball player at 
$12.7 million. 

Deion Sanders, who plays football 
and baseball, was 38th this year at

Roberto Baggio, the star of Italy’s 
national team and Juventus of Turin, 
was the only soccer player on the list. 
He was in 35th place with $5.3 mil- 
lion. 

The total of the athletes on the list 
dropped from $416 million to $354 
million, partly because the number of 
baseball players declined from eight 
to one. 

The list includes money from 
salaries, winnings, endorsements, 
appearance fees and licensing. The 
magazine does not say how it treats 
deferred money.

Israel’s nightmare scenario after 
redeployment is that Israeli civilians 
will be ambushed by Muslim mili- 
tants on West Bank roads and that 
Palestinian police will do little to 
catch the assailants.
